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1 . An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in this field 
usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention disclosed. 
Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or agent to prosecute 
the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon skilled preparation and 
prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or agent.

2. The application has a page 6 titled "Sample abstract page CLAIMS." Amended claims 
were filed under Article 19 beginning on a page 7, and the top of the page 7 states "original 
claims 1-5 replaced by amended claims 1-9." The only realistic conclusion one can draw is that 
pages 7-15 of the Amended Sheets filed under Article 19 are the claims 1-9. Based on the 
amendment filed April 5, 2006, claims 4-9 have been canceled. Therefore, the "claims" of 
record are claims 1-3 on pages 7, 8, 9, and the top of page 10 of the pages labeled "Amended 
Sheet (Article 19)." 

3. Regarding the specification, there is a page 1, and pages 2 through 5 are labeled 
"Substitute Sheet (Rule 26)." Consulting the priority document WO 2004/050281 Al, all of 
presently filed pages 1-5 are in the WO '281 document, and as such, all of these five pages will 
be considered to be the specification. 
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4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: A substitute 
specification is required. Few of the items in the specification are actually given names. Note, 
for example, page 1 which states "And 75 and 75 enter 65 and 65 . . . ." The problem with this is 
that the numbers are not capable of explaining the limit of what the device actually is. Words 
provide the limits of what the structure is. Without explaining what the items are with words in 
the specification, then Applicant will not have defined any terms which can later be set forth in 
the Claims to define the scope of the invention. Applicant should consult MPEP 608.0 l(o) and 
(p) on this topic. Additionally, the grammar of the specification needs to be corrected in many 
locations. One skilled in the art can look at the drawings and generally figure out how the device 
works, but it is quite possible that that skilled person would not perceive certain nuance of the 
invention. Rather than referring to "sheets," the specification should refer to specific "figures." 
Further, the specification is not remotely in proper format. It appears that pages 3-5 are 
essentially an edited rewrite of pages 1-2. Note the paragraphs below for an explanation of how 
the substitute specification should be organized. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a utility 
application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 

Arrangement of the Specification 

As provided in 37 CFR 1.77(b), the specification of a utility application should include 
the following sections in order.

Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 608.0 l(m). The claim or claims 
must commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR 1.52(b)(3)). Where 
a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each element or step of the

5 . New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 1 2 1 (d) are required in this 
application because 1) the line quality of the present drawings is quite poor; and 2) each 
individual figure should be sequentially numbered, without skipping numbers as the present 
figures are (note that there are figures 21-24 and figures 31-34, but there are no figures 25-30; 
other examples of this situation exist). Some of the figures don't even have figure numbers. The 
various parts of the invention should be numbered in accordance with how they are discussed in 
the specification, and especially not in a manner which tells the reader what figure to view 
separately. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson 
outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings.

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6. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. As discussed above, the "Claims" are on pages 7-10 labeled 'Amended Sheet 
(Article 19). Frankly, it appears that pages 7-10 are more of a specification than a set of claims. 
The desired scopes of claims 1-3 can not remotely be determined. Applicant should refer to 
MPEP 608.01(i) through MPEP 608.01(o) for guidance on drafting appropriate claims. 

7. MPEP 707.07(j) discusses a situation of the examiner writing an allowable claim for a 
pro se inventor. Considering the present condition of the specification, claims, and drawings, the 
examiner will decline to write a claim for Applicant at this time, as Applicant simply has too 
many decisions to make that only he can make. If Applicant files a proper specification and 
drawings which provide no new matter situations or other severe problems, then the examiner 
will reconsider this paragraph at that time. Applicant is strongly urged to seek the services of an 
attorney if he desires to continue prosecution of this application.

It is noted that each of claims 1-3 improperly consist of many sentences; a claim should properly 
consist of a single sentence. Perry shows an arm 12 for an electric drill (which rotates bit 100), 
the arm having multiple positions and being easily operated. 
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10. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Stanford 
(884233). It is noted that each of claims 1-3 improperly consist of many sentences; a claim 
should properly consist of a single sentence. Stanford shows an arm 14 for an electric drill 
(which rotates a bit shown in phantom in figure 1), the arm having multiple positions and being 
easily operated.
